Cigarette prices expected to rise

Vidocq Society joins 
Stephensons’ case 


Cigarette taxes in Ken¬ 
tucky could rise by as 
much as $ 1 a pack if Gov. 
Steve Beshear’s tax re¬ 
form commission has its 
way. Kentucky’s current 
tax is 60 cents per pack. 

The commission has 
tentatively proposed a 
cigarette tax hike of 60 
cents to $ 1 a pack to dis¬ 
courage teen smoking and 
raise much-needed money 
for the commonwealth. 

Among the commis¬ 
sion’s other recommenda¬ 
tions were: tax hikes on

headed by Lt. Gov. Jerry 
Abramson, will meet this 
month to discuss its final 
report. 

Regardless of the com¬ 
mission’s final recom¬ 
mendations, the legisla¬ 
tive path for higher taxes 
would be hard fought. 
Kentucky’s house of rep¬ 
resentatives and the Re- 
publican-controlled Sen¬ 
ate would have to agree 
on final passage. The new 
taxes would then have to 
be signed by Gov. Bes- 
hear. 

While all commission¬ 
ers agreed that cigarette 
taxes should be raised, 
some thought the pro¬ 
posed tax hikes were too 
high. 

“We have to be careful. 


A lot of the tax increases 
recommended today were 
regressive,” said com¬ 
mission member Jason 
Bailey. “The utility tax, 
cigarette tax, and local 
option sales tax are addi¬ 
tional burdens on low and 
middle-income people.” 

Commissioner Sheila 
Schuster, however, is a 
strong advocate of the 
higher cigarette tax. 

“You’ve got to hit them 
hard,” she said. “Hit them 
with a dollar increase at a 
minimum.” 

Others were concerned 
a $1.60 cigarette tax rate 
would drive smokers to 
neighboring states such as 
Indiana which has a ciga¬ 
rette tax of only 99.5 cents 
per pack. 


One of the country’s 
most respected volunteer 
crime-solving organiza¬ 
tions, the Vidocq Society, 
has agreed to take on the 
mysterious murder case 
of Bill and Peggy Ste¬ 
phenson. 

The Stephensons, both 
74, were found brutally 
murdered in their home on 
May 29, 2011. Although 
they lived in Boone Coun¬ 
ty, they had many close 
friends and relatives who 
live in Gallatin County 
including nieces, public 
library director Shirley 
Warnick and well-known 
caterer Tina Stephenson. 

The Vidocq Society, 
which is based in Phila¬ 
delphia, is named after 
the brilliant 18th century 
French detective Eugene 
Francois Vidocq. It spe¬ 
cializes in solving cold 
case homicides. 

“This is clearly a solv¬ 
able crime and the unique 
characteristics of the ho¬ 
micide have provided 
valuable information 
about the offender,” said 
Mark Safarik, a society 
member. 

The large Stephenson 
Family was delighted to 
hear the Vidocq Society 
has entered the investiga¬ 
tion and is hopeful it will 
help bring them the jus¬ 
tice they deserve. 

“We are blessed they 
have decided to take on 
our case,” said Beth Ste¬ 


phenson Victor, the mur¬ 
dered couple’s daughter. 
“They are very selective 
about the cases they take. 
Ours really did not fit 
their criteria, but because 
of the circumstances, they 
are helping out. We are so 
thankful for that and look 
forward to working with 
them.” 

Authorities have re¬ 
leased little information 
about the case since a 
relative found the bodies 
of the Stephensons. They 
have not said how the 
couple was killed, what 
the murder weapon was 
or whether there was a 
sign of forced entry. An 
officer familiar with the 
case said the deaths were 
violent, the crime scene 
was “unique” and that the 
killer was in the condo¬ 
minium for several hours. 
They have also said the 
motive for the murders 
could have been personal, 
religious or robbery or 
a combination of those 
things. 

Bill and Peggy Ste¬ 
phenson are described 
as a deeply religious and 
respected couple. Their 
funeral was one of the 
largest in Boone County 
history and was attended 
by nearly 1,500 people. 

The 82-member non¬ 
profit Vidocq Society of 
homicide analysts an¬ 
nounced last week it 
would aid the Boone 
County Sheriff’s office in 
its search for the Stephen¬ 
sons’ murderer. 

“It offers us a whole 
new approach of seasoned 
veterans who will look 
at this case from another 
angle,” sheriff’s spokes¬ 
man Tom Scheben said. 
“These are people from a 
wide array of disciplines.” 

Vidocq will act as an 
arm to sheriff’s investiga¬ 
tors who have presented 
all the evidence they have 
to the society. 

Society member Sa¬ 
farik believes the killer 
made disparaging remarks 
about the Stephensons or 
their family members to 
someone following the 
homicides. He said those 
comments would have 
seemed odd to anyone 
who heard them. 

“For example, the of¬ 
fender may have said in 
response to a news story 
that the victims deserved 
it or they should have

Editor’s Note: A battle over taxes is being raised 
both nationally and in Kentucky. We offer two dif¬ 
ferent views, here and in Kentucky Commentary. 

Arguments about cutting spending versus rasing 
taxes — oops, revenue! — will never end. But the 
money has already been spent, or obligated. We owe 
it. 

Nationally, there’s the $16 trillion, and growing, 
debt piled up through two wars fought on credit while 
cutting taxes, combined with a slow recovery. 

In Kentucky, where ostensibly the budget is bal¬ 
anced every year, there’s a $30 billion unfunded pen¬ 
sion obligation for public retirees. 

Those are real obligations that aren’t going away. 

Spending reform is essential to avoid repeating 
these scenarios. Doubling down on health care cost 
control is critical to the future viability of Medicare 
and Medicaid. 

Policy makers can’t ask for more revenue without 
making these and other changes. But cutting future 
costs alone will not pay the bills. There’s no main¬ 
stream support for the kind of pervasive, deep spend¬ 
ing cuts that might make it possible to do that without 
increasing revenue. Nationally, allowing the tax cuts 
on income above $250,000 to expire is common sense. 
Polls and election results show broad support for this, 
including among those who would pay the taxes. 

In Kentucky, new revenue designed to shore up 
the pension system must be dedicated to that purpose 
only, and not used to plug other budget holes. 

Paying these debts will require discipline, biparti¬ 
sanship and revenue — you spell that t-a-x.

Keep the faith and don't raise taxes 


Former Lexington radio talk- 
show host Leland Conway once 
asked listeners to send pork rinds 
to Washington some members 
of congress claimed Americans 
didn’t care about wasteful spend¬ 
ing. 

L isteners responded by send¬ 
ing 1,500 bags to the office of 
New York Democratic Sen. 
Chuck Schumer in response to 
the lawmaker’s claim “the Amer¬ 
ican people really don’t care” 
about those “little tiny, yes, porky 
amendments.” 

It may be time for another mes¬ 
sage from Kentucky. 

But instead of sending pork 
rinds to the politicians playing 
with our tax dollars, we should 
send calcium pills to help st iff en 
congressional spines while they 
fight about the so-called fiscal 
cliff. 

Specifically, we should send 
them to Republican politicians 
who have never minded bragging 
about signing the famous Tax¬ 
payer Protection Pledge, but who 
now waver in the face of Presi¬ 
dent Obama’s effort to raise taxes 
on Americans who make more 
than $250,000 a year. 

The pledge was created by 
Grover Norquist, president of 
Americans for Tax Reform, and 
requires signers “to oppose any 
and all efforts to increase the 
marginal income tax rates for 
individuals and/or businesses,” 
and to “oppose any net reduc¬ 
tion or e lim ination of deductions 
and credits, unless matched dollar 
for dollar by further reducing tax 
rates.” 

The only member of Ken¬ 
tucky’s congressional delegation 
who did not sign the pledge is 
Rep. John Yarmuth, D-Louisville. 
Yarmuth once said he thought 


signing such a commitment not to 
raise taxes violated lawmakers’ oath 
of office. 

Before the current election, 238 
out of the 242 Republicans in the 
House and all but six GOP Senators 
claimed their loyalty to “the pledge” 
made them true conservatives. But 
now some of these Republicans think 
they will appear more statesmanlike 
if they default on their promise. 

Some appear as delusional as 
Schumer by acting as if they believe 
progressives will cut government 
spending in a meaningful way in 
exchange for Republicans smudg¬ 
ing their brand as the party of lower 
taxes. 

House Speaker John Boehner 
should recall that even Ronald Rea¬ 
gan, was promised spending cuts by 
then-SpeakerThomas “Tip” O’Neill. 
But those cuts never happened, and 
they’re sure not about to happen now 
without dramatic measures. 

The big-government crowd that 
elected and reelected Obama & Co. 


is adamant that spending on social 
programs not be cut. Neither are 
they to be trusted to support entitle¬ 
ment reforms. 

Fiscal conservatives should do 
what big-spending liberals do when 
the heat is on: double down on their 
principles. After all, if pledges and 
principles of lower taxes, lim ited 
government and individual liberty 
wither in the heat, then they never 
were any good in the first place. 

“The fining pot is for silver, and 
the furnace for gold,” says Proverbs 
17:3. And, if I may - the approach¬ 
ing fiscal c liff is for tax protection 
pledge signers. 

Just as the “fining pot” and the 
“furnace” can reveal impurities in 
precious metals, the battle against 
President Obama will reveal the hue 
conservatives from the con men.

A toll free 
call to the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Agriculture 
Forage Testing Program 
1-800-248-4628 will get 
quick results. A trained 
individual will come to 
your farm, take samples 
of your hay/haylage and 
get the test results back 
in a short period of time. 
The results can be used to 
accurately, efficiently and 
economically determine 
your feeding and supple¬ 
mentation program. 

The cost is $10.00 per 
“lot”. A “lot” of hay/hay¬ 
lage is hay/haylage taken 
from the same harvest, 
the same field, same type 
of harvest conditions, and 
with the same method of 
storage and same weather 
conditions during har¬ 
vest. 

The testing program 
can also aid in market¬ 
ing hay. When your hay 
is tested, you can list 
that hay for sale on the 
Department of Agricul¬ 
ture’s computer hay list¬ 
ing service. There is no 
additional charge for the 
listing. If you want to buy 
hay, call the toll free num¬ 
ber (1-800-248-4628) for 
a list of tested hay for sale 
in Kentucky.

Gift Shopping Tips 

The National Retail 
Federation estimates the 
average holiday shopper 
will spend $750 on gifts, 
cards, decor, and more. 
Save your time, sanity, 
and extra cash with some 
holiday organization. 

1. Make a list, check 
it twice. Create a spread¬ 
sheet, Google Doc, or 
even hand-write a list of 
people you’re buying for. 
Mine includes a column 
for the people I’m buying 
for, a gift idea, the amount 
of the gift, a place for 
more info on the gift (this 
could be a direct link to an 
online purchase), and if 
it’s bought or needs to be 
bought. Split up friends, 
family, and extended 
relatives into different 
groups. 

2. Make a budget. You 
could say “I’m only going 
to spend $300 on gifts this 
year,” and while that may 
be a good idea in theory, 
it depends on how many 
people you’re buying for.
